As wo scot up this conference it was thought that we might spond the first two 
hours discussing the wider question of the basic issues that confront us not only © 
in our own field but. in the international field as wells, We need .to try to bring 
our thinking to bear: upon these -questions and.to try to appraise them. We realize 
that the post war issues will be new,’ and yet we realize also that thero is not 
going to be any clear break with the paste Everything is not going: to be absolutely 
neWe We will find: many landmarks: still theree There will be faces missing in many 
ins tance oSe But there will. be-no ¢.Lear. breaks. : Ley ede ig 


When! we A pole at the host war fivatanevoned iat ual as it wit affoot, the 
Far East, we begin to think of individual nations, Russia, China, Japan, India, the. 
Bri ti ah Eapine; the French Empire, the riso of new nations in the, Far Hast... As, we: 
look at these-separately, the first thing to confront us will be the tremendous - - 
post war influence of Russiae You-may soe Russia as the greatcst menace -in the post . 
war world, or you may seq it as. possessing a certain Messianic relationship to the 
post war worlde Should we not look at it as a groat nation omerging?. The war has. 
brought it. a sense of balance and it has given up-its Messianic conceptions and is 
now attempting to order its own internal lifee It will be interested in guarantecing 
& post war poacee This is: an interpretation of the Russian situation which I -like - 
to feol will be truo. . Hmieeat, 1s 


_ Thore is tho ocmerging. influence and power of China. Ina recent "Time" there 
wag an article setting forth threo things which might come to China before the ond 
of tho wars; First, the creation of a War Production Board with Mr. Donald Nelson -- 
possibly being over in China on that Boards second, the creation of a coalition 
governmont with the Chinose Communists; and, third, tho croation of a national 
assembly and a constitutional govornmont, bringing full domocracy in China boforo 
tho end of tho ware , 


There is. tho question of the future of the British Empire. Ono can spoak of his 
wishes in this connection or what is likely to be the actual fact. The fact is that 
thero is going to be a continuation of the British Empire, but wo hope that that 
continuing Empire will also be a changing Empiree Thero is certainly a clear 
program on the part of both the Indians and tho British for tho industrialization 
of India and the raising of the standards of livinge 3 


Thoero will be a decline in tho influence of Japan. Probably not many of us will 
regret thate But I believe there may omorge a greater Japan, a different Japane 
Dre Robert Ee Speer in his report of his visits to tho Far East contrasted the people 
of the Philippines and Japan. In tho Philippines thore wore buoyancy of life, . 
freedom, joy, happiness, a willingnoss to talk on anything and evorything in the 
world on the part of the mn in tho stroot, But in Japan ho found rostraint. ‘In 
1915 mon and womon didn't -want to talke There was absence of joy on tho part of tho 
peoploe Thoy wero afraid. Fear was written on their’ faces even thene Thoy would 
not talk about religion and cortainly not about political mtterse That foar has 
beon a blight on the Japanese pooploe If they are froe from that, there may emerge 
the human spirit, and the human spirit in Japan is tho samo as the human spirit 
anywhere elso in the world. 


There will bo a riso of now nations in the Far Haste I think we all fool that 
Thailand will continue and that the prosent namo will be a propor namo for it + 
Thailand, the land of the free. 


We can expect the freedom of the Philippines, frecodom which alroady has becon 
promisod by law and the United States Congress as soon as the Philippines are froo 
from Japanese domination.

There is the question of Korea, Again you may ask what is going to happen 
with the driving out of Japane Thoro will be a new nation. Tho pooploe will govern 
themsolves in duo courso of timce 


Wo come now to the question of the influence of the United States and what 
position wo are going to takoe Thero comos up the question of a Leaguo of Nations, 
nations united for the keeping of the poaco.e What part is the Unitod Statos going © 
to play in this? Thero was anothsr war back in 1898. It brought us out into tho 
curront of world life and mado the United States for the first timc conscious of its 
world rosponsibilitye Dr. Arthur Je Brown, in visiting tho Philippines in 1902, said, 
"A nation, like an individual, doos not livo mto itself. A just man cannot shut 
himself within the four walls of his house with the excuse that his cares demand all 
of his onorgics, He has also obligations to the poor ond sick and weak and is 
responsible bofore God and mane So tho United States can no longor be a hormit 
nation. It has entored the community of mtions and it must accopt its share of the 
world's work. The ranks of the feeble and opprossed pooples are its affairs." After 
the first World War we failed the world. We went out and helped to fight tho war to 
win the frecdom of certain pcoples and to stop oppression, but wo were not willing 
to sharo in tho rosponsibility of kocping tho peace. Another man = not this time a 
missionary statcsman but a great world statesman whose voice is silent now = wont 
abroad and whon he returnal ho said in a radio address; "Men and womon all over the 
world arc on the march physically, intolloctually, and spiritually = hundreds of 
millions of people in Basteorn Asiae Old foars no longer frighton thom. Thoy are 
beginning to know that man's wolfare throughout the world is interdopendente. They 
are resolved, aos wo must bo, that thero is no more place for imperialism. Finally, 
when I say that there must bo full participation of a self-confidont Amorica, they 
would like the United States to be.one of thoir partnors in this great adventure. 
They want you to join thom against tho oconomic injusticos, as partnors in that - 
great nav combination. They want us noithor hesitant or afraid, Thoy want a partner 
who will not hesitate to speak out for the correction of injustices anywhere in tho 
worlde" That was.Wendoll Willkioe Our mtion must lead in the crsation of a larger 
league, something which in prosent socicty will prevont war and which will assure 
peace among the nationse With assurance of that poace we can go out into the post 
war world to work to larger advantago and to greater ends than over boforce 


Again, as wo look to the post war poriod, tho thing which concerns us most 
deeply is the church on tho forcign ficld, not only in Thailand but in all of tho 
Far Easte Wo aro glad that there wore missionarics who for a timo stayod behind the 
lines, as it woro, and who could bring us something of what happoned to the church 
after war camee From them we know this, that the church possessos the powor to 
survivoe No doubt there was great foar on’its part, and on tho part of the mission- 
arios, that with the great pressure that would be brought to bear the church might 
not be able to meet the situation. But the church has more than mot the situation, 
and it has como to tho place whoro it realizes that its strength comes not from thoso: 
who wore there as missionarics from other countrios, but from God Himsolf, 


Tho Church in coach country has come to have a senso of bolonging to the Church 
Univorsale Ono of the reasons why tho World Coucil Committee has not called a 
mooting is that it did not want to do so wmtil représontatives from all the churches 
in the Far East as woll as the rest of the world could be prosonte Thoy aro waiting 
until the churches of China, and of Korea, and of Japan, and of the Philippines, can 
sand, represontatives to the first mooting.e Our Presbyterian Church of the United 
States and the Church of Christ in Thailand and tho Church of Christ in Korea and 
all other churches will cach havo hse ictus tality on this World Council of Churchose 


We belicve that there is going to be a groat harvost poriod after this wars. 
The growth of Christianity is greatest in timos of poaco and not in times of conflict

and ware Thore is change in a certain smse ‘during war, but aftor war thore has ~ 
been a sudden omergence of Christianity and a sudden growth of the Church, Poople 
not now in the Christian church have beon impressed with their neodd for Christianity, 
and we should have faith to belicve that wo are going back to.win thoso mon and 
women to Josus Christ and to help our frionds to win thom to Christ and tho churches 
What .wo are over there to do is to build a strong church that can take’ over and 
carry on the work itsolf, and the only thing wo can build it. out of is mon and women 
of cach generation, who.in turn will. persuade their own children and frionds. 


Finally, what may be said about the question of rehabilitation and reorientation 
of missionaries?’ There has been a greater percentage of missionarics driven out 
than of any other groupe Their homes may not oxist when they roturn, and certainly 
their furniture and equipment will be gonoe Tho dofinition of rehabilitation is 
"to restore to former capacity, or to formor rolationg" orto former outward 
conditions” Using the word in that senso, is it going to be possible to restore to 
former outward conditions? No, and you would not want this in many casos. Wo want 
to .be free to make changes in the outward conditions when we get back there. I 
know two missionaries who say they can never go back to the samo conditions of 
living as beforo. This might mean moving out into the current of life in a way wo 
have not done beforee It might mean shifting our places of residence in order. that 
we may got next to the peoples Someone has said that in Japan there aro ton thousand 
Villages with thirty: thousand people in each one where Christianity is hardly knowne 
Kagawa wanted a center of activity in a thousand of these villages. He-tried to 
find people who would bury their lives in tho life of the community. Some of tho,’ 
young poople of America today aro going to bo appealed to in a new way by saying to 
them, “Hore is a new type of pioneering, of going out and putting your lifo right 
into the lives of these people, sponding your life in that community, living there, 
and just Sieh COTE that community by the power of your own life and oy the powor 
of God in your lifes That is a now typo of pioneering 


As we go back we will ta under tho nocessity of making dofinito tasks for our- 
soelvese As the church has taken over, the missionary has at timos folt loft oute 
Thore: must be a definite program and the church must cooperate in thise That is one 
of the things that will be ahead of us as we go backs Wo aro offering our sorviceos 
and there will be the necessity for making provision for tho sorvice not only of 
oursolves but of others who come out to join us in this worke

As a matter of fact we should except from the above statement the Shan States | 
which were really never claimed by Thailand. Kengtung State was independent 
when taken over by the British in 1890. The total area of the territory in 
IndosChina claimed by Thailand was 90,000 sq. miles, with a population of 
23,000,000, while the territory regained after the "border incident” was only 
21,000 sqe miles with a population of only about one million. The famous.Ankor 
Wat was not included in the portion returned. The four districts in Malaya, lost 
to the British ; in 1909, comprise an area of 14,770 sqe miles and a population of 
1,104,238 | 

You will also recall that in 1943, when his puppets wore not getting 
alomg as woll as he had hoped, Premier Tojo himself paid a visit to Thailand in 
the hope of winning over the Thai peoples He offered liboral bribes to:his 


‘puppets, and in addition made a gift to the country of the above=montioned four 


~ Malay States and two of the Shan States. We now know that ho- intended to include 


all of the Shan States, which of course are composed of Thai people, but Ba Maw, 
the noted Burmese "Quisling" flew to Tokio and persuaded Tojo to leave for Burm. 


“that district containing the famous Bawdwin mines, which are so rich in lead, 


zinc and silver, Another interesting fact ro edie the Malay Statos returreod - 
to Thailand’is that, while they contain two-fifths of the ilalay population of 
Malaya, which will-add to Thailandts alien problems, thoy contain but 2% of the 
tin and 14% of the rubber of ilalayae 

Note especially the location of Kiulungkiang in the north, in Yunnan 
Province of South Chinae This is ono of our 11 Presbyterian Stations included 
now in the Thailand Missione It was started by our Mission in 1917, transferred 
to the jurisdiction of the China Council in 1922, and transferred back to the 
Thailand Mission in 1935. It is one of the most pioncer pisces of work under our 
Church, and will come up for special treatment later on in the Conforoences 


Location of Mission Stations. Please turn now to the other map, and note that 
the various Station fields of our Presbytcrian 

Mission have been indicated by different colors. They extend from the extreme 
north, where we find Kiulungkiang Station in southern China, down through 
northern, central and southern Thailand. Tho yellow portion in eastern Thailand 
is not included. in our ovm ficld of responsibility. That will be touched gn 
later, In each of these Station ficlds we heave Stations or work centers, in 
which are located the Station schools, hospitals and other forms of institutional 
worke Radiating out from these Station centers, where the missionaries live, wo 
find the country touring ficlds with their smaller outstation centers and 
Christian groups and churchess 

Now, please look at the Chart showing the Iiission Statistical Report 
for 1941, our last report. It is woll to point out at the start that the 
reports for Chiangmai, Pitsanuloke, Sritamarat and Kiulungkiang were not 
complete.

will not returne I should say that 8 others are very doubtfule The 
recent loss of Mr, Bachtell is still fresh in our mindse We may say 
then that we can at the very best not expect to be able to retum more 
than 52 of the former forcce 
(a) It is intoresting to note that the present roll of 52 means a 
loss of 53% over 1920 when we had 112; or 5% over 1930 when we had 953 
or a loss of 23% over 1939 when we had 68 on the rolle Should our roll be 
reduced still further to 15, which is most likely, then our loss would be 
60% over 1920, 52% over 1930, and 33% over 1939. It is clear that we 
must be looking for nev personnel to fill up the ranks againe 
(b) Moreover, whon wo consider what we can count on RT Od thoir 
future service, we discover that 13 of theso 52 (or 26%) have only one 
more tern of servics remining; 6 more have Shay two terms; and 9 more 
have but three terms. In-fact, only 22 have the prospect of sorving 
more than 20 yoarse 
{c) And of course we cannot expect a perfect score from this groupe 
Evon though our past record his been better than that of the Baptists or

a fine piece of work anong the Thai and the Mon peoplee Unfortunately thoir 
Board will not allow them to unite with the Church of Christ in Thailand. 

The ontire eastern and northéastern part of Thailand has beon entiroly 
unoccupied until reeontly. The Christian and Missionary Allianco has started 
a Mission in this area, where: thore are 5,000,000 souls that nood the Gospol, 
Their Station ‘centers are shown by the cireclos. Howovor, they havo put in ono 
family in cach center; they have no schools except one Bible instituto in.

le An Independent Thai Governmonte Thors has been some irresponsible ‘talk 
about the nocessity in the post-war period 
of placing Thailand under some Colonial Power for a period of tutelage, 
This has grown out of an ontire lack of knowledge of Thailand's long 
history of independence over hundreds of years, as woll as a sad nis= 
conception of har real relation to the Japanese invadore Tho capitulation 
of the pre=war Thai Government was no more due to tho prosJapanese foolings 
on the part of tho Thai poople than was that of Denmark duo to pro-German 
feelingse Some have mentionsd the cultural and religious tios that havo 
boen supposed to bind the two nations together. How flimsy theso ties aro 
can be seen when one understands that the types of Buddhism in the two 
countries are.as far apart as the polese Not only is this truc, but also

Buddhism, is ths Faith of the Japanese State, Moroover,. oven Japanese 
cultural ponetration has not been as great during the aboupet ten as one 
might hive cxpected.e While the Japancso language was mado an elective 
after the 6th Matayome (3rd year of High School), fow took it, and it was 
then taught by a Thaie Of the 2000 students who entered the University 
Preparatory School in 193, only 6. took Japanese, while over 1900 took 
English, Gradually, howsvor, some of these facts are becoming known, and 
recent statements by responsible heads of two of the Great Powers have 
added to our assurances On Feb, 26, 194%, Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
said: "I can eseee sive my solomn word that Chinn os woll as hor allies 
has no territorial ambitions in Thailand, and no intention of undermining 
her sovereignty and independence”. A few days later, President Roosevelt 
referred to this statement, and remarked that it was "a pretty simple, 
straight declaration of tho policy not only of China but of the United 
States, in regard to Thailand".

a something, which. the people really want aside from. its evangelistic appeale The 
doctor's work is evangelistic, but it is his medical skill which makes the first 
appeal to the people; not, of course, that he does not haves to fight the-old native. 
doctor, the spirit doctor, but he makes a contribution which the people rocognize as 
something they wante Tho teacher goos out among the people and gives them a loading 
in methods and matter that will bohorit them, and’ they want it. We might spcak in 
the same way about the agriculturist and other types of missionaries. But the message 
. of tho evangelist is something which, until the psople realize thoir vital need for 
it, they do not want, for they’ have thoir owm religion of which thoy are usually 
proude -I am not telling you something that you did not knowe We all know that tho 
evangelist has no appeal until he has presented his mosséige and has lived in a way 
that wins thoir heartse While the Buddhists will admit that tho teachings of ‘ 
Christianity are-good, yet thoy say that Buddhism is their religione Tho evangelist 
does:appeal, and he does win their hearts. Wo all know porsonally erogt evangolists 
men who have won the hearts of the people. I supposs thers is'no one who has wan 
the hcarts of people as did Dre Je Be Dunlap, for instance, or Dre McGilvary. Thoy . 
lived. their mossage ‘and they gave it. in a way that won the pcoplo. Anyono who knows.

and if the Thai want us who arc forcignors on their church councils or in church 
offices, they have the logal right and the opportunity to select uss and if they do 
not want us, thoy will not clect use Thorefore if the funds aro put in the hands of 
the church, would they not be safe? Theo judgment of thse Thai people upon some 
question involving the use of funds might not bo tho, samo as of tho mission, but it 

is thoir church and it is for us to work with theme

Whethcr-or not Dr. Laubach!s system can bo worked out for the 
Tai pooplo remains, I think,:a question, but will it not be made easier by the fact 
that the governnent has itself been interested jn adult education? It was already — 
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taking up this matter before the war began’ ‘and was definitely working along this 
line, so with the approval and the cooperation that we could give the ‘government 
this would bo a very wo rthwhile ‘and important part of the programe Certainly the 
Christian Ghurch as we know it stands for litoracye Our litorature in Thailand has, 
as far back as I can romombor, been one of our weak’ spotse 


Home and Family Lifoe Tho vory fact that our Board’has’ indicated this as 
one of the principal duties of oné of its secretari os shows that‘ it is considered a 
very important part of the mission program, and anyone who does ovangelistic work - 
knows how very important it is, ond how difficult itis. Tho problems that face tho 
evangelist as he works with the people in his field are just as difficult and just 
as important as the problems of the pastor inithis coutry.e A man and his wifo- 
make an oxcellent toam for evangelistic worke A man can work with the men and the 
young poople, but ho cannot work with the women very well. But a man and his wife 
can and do miko a team that can go into the country groups and into tho villages, 
the wife to talk with tho women and tho youME girls, and the man with the mon and

‘RURAL COMMUNITY PRO GRAM 
Forrest Ce Travaille 


This period could well begin with the confession-of sins of omission, for 
there is much in the presenteday concept of a Rural Community Program which has 
not been included in the work of our various Stations in the past, Howover, it is 
thus with any program, else there would be no room for progress. No program is 
perfecte It therefore bchooves us all to keep aware of and seeking noedod in- 
provementse In view of this, a recital of the hopes and aspirations of all those 
missionaries who have endeavored in any way to reach the large number of people in 
the rural areas would be more in keoping with the spirit of this conference. That 
many have had such hopes and aspiratioris and have mdo efforts to achicve them is 
not to be denied; that there is still much to be done is just as evidat. 


A very briof and imdequate picture of the geographical aroas as yot untouched 
may be given in’a scntencee There are 70 provineos in Thailand, and our work is 
“confined to 10 of thore Allowing 12' provinces in the East for the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, there aro still 8 provinces still without stations. This is 
not to deny that ‘thor aro preaching points in sono of tho othors, touched by 
itinoration with tho Gospol and medicinesys But a preaching point loavos much to be 
desired in tho way of a comploto programe ba eo 
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-A similarly brief population picture can be taken from tho census figures in 
the Directory of Bangkok and Thailand of 1940-41. Tho populations of the 22 
provinces mentioned above-add up to just over 7 millione We all know that we do not 
reach half the people in the provinees where our stations aro established. But 
suppose we did reach all of them; thero aro still the 8 million people in; the less 
thickly populated provinces whori we do not influence at all unless it be through 
the total impact of our work on the nation as a whole. There are hundreds of 
villages which include these 8 million and many more which should be in our thinking 
as wo consider Pea oriee expansion and emphasis, especially the Rural Comunity 
Sah of ite : 


The first question before us is; “How can a program best be set up in 
COleire pom to socure a comprehensive and integrated approach to the rural communities, 
etc." This question rests upon an assumption, namely that wo = the Board and ; 
Mission » want such a program badly enough to be willing to put funds and porsonnel 
into ite It cannot be somebody's sidelines Such a program is just as needful of 
the consecrated thought, time and planning ability of men and women as is any other- 
major projects When we are agreed upon this, wo are ready for the question, "How?" 


(1) How can a program best be set up in Thailand to secure a 
comprehensive and integrated approach to the rural commune 
ities to include 
(a) Me agile mossage and Er eerans 


It is not uncommon, coven eda to find people in the home church whose 
conception of missions is no larger than the itinerant preacher and his Biblce 
When they learn of the departmentalization of the work, with the different emphasos 
of the medical, educational and evangelistic groups, they are not a little 
surprisede These emphases are necessary, but it is possible to carry the separation 
too far, with rivalry rather than coeoperation being the resulte 


Now is a good time to discourage such tendencies, wherever they may have 
appearede. It is common sense to have these emphases, but it should be kept in mind 
that every activity, whether it be in school, hospital, home, or on the street 3 
corner, should be an effort to train individuals in a Way of Life, and is therefore 
evangelistice We are seeking a change in behavior patterns + which inclu es 
thought patterns, for thinking is behavior = based upon new concepts of a God, the 
universe, life, human relationships, ete. It is doubtful if conventional preaching 
has much value, directed at adult Buddhists. It docs have its place in churches, 
school chapels, and in other centers whero people are gathered who have had contact 
with the: Spneibee hime and are thus in a position to give it intelligont 
thoughte 


peed oniMa should therefore be provided, preferably by a Me pastor or 
laymane This man should be a man of love, sympathy, wisdom and understanding, for 
his ministry should be one of counseling, advising, strengthening and comforting as 
well as preachinge He should have a love for the rural life, and an understanding 
of its problemse His specialty will bo an evangelistic ministry, but he will be a 
part of a much larger united programe 


The quostion, How? has not yet been answered, .Finding the proper man will be 
one first step, and may. not be casye The true thome mission’ spirit was conspicuous 
ly absent among the paid workers of Thailande There was an upsurging of it in © 
1939-110, but we failed to exploit it, using that word in the highest sense. It is 
possible that some of it has carried through the war period, and we will find young 
people willing to give themselves sacrificially to the service of their peoplee It 
is the "home missiont spirit which must somehow be instilled in the lives of men and 
women who will take their places in the community programe 
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The program which this man would set up should be planned by the group. It 
might includo, besides preaching and teaching, visual and auditory aids, work camps 
for youth, all adapted to the local situation. It should fit into the other phases 
of the program, which are to be considered subsequently. 


 (b) Agricultural work. 


Introduction of agricultural work into our program on anything like a broad 
scale will be an innovation, but none the less atceptablo. His Exoelloncy the Thai 
Minister in Washington has expressod keen interest in a possible agricultural 
program which we might sponsore Ho is very anxious that Dr. Pendleton remain free 
to rcturn at the earliest possible moment to continue his work in the agricultural 
ficlde In viow of this and of the anphasis the government was placing upon such 
work prior to the war, I beliove wo can expect a favorable recoptione 


An agricultural program might consist of the following phasoss 

le Experinentation and domonstration, This should bogin at 
the home of the missionary or agricultural worker, but oxpect 
to include the farms of coopsrative Christian farmors in other 
parts of the regione It should be an cffart to adapt wostorn 
crops and methods to tho Thailand conditions. 

@e Training in skills needed with incroased mechanization in 
farm or villago workshopse Solsetion of trainees for this 
phase would be on the basis of interest and manifest aptitude. 

a 3e Cooperation with the government in promoting 
ae Agricultural cducation centers. 
be Credit Societics. ‘ 
Ce Markets and marketing facilitics 

lh. Exort influence whenever possible to stop thy flow of youth 
from the rural areas to the cities and civil service, 

Tho above outline montions only broad phases of an agricultural program and 
it has its loopholos. For instanco, it assumes that there will bo an incentive which 
will lead tho farmer to want to produce more than subsistence cropse Agriculture 
has been on the subsistence levol so long that it will be a long stop to chanze to 
producing a sufficient surplus to supply an outside market. But here wo must assumo 
the presence of that incentive necessary to make the chengo, or must supply the 
incentive in tho program itself,» 


Also, this program is describod as it would be after gotting wollestarted. 
It cannot be born full-grown, and must begin ina small waye It may stant with a 
training center, wheres a few solect village Ohristians aro invitod to oni) of the 
Stations ‘alroady existinge After rocciving the training in agriculturo, &s woll as 
in a gonoral knowledge of the total program and its objectives, these men would be 
expected to tako their places in other communities where tho Cormunity Program was 
boing initiated. 


(e) Community medical service. 


Somc medical sorvico’would bs a very important part of the Community Programe 
If thors woro a Red Oross wit established in the village in which woe plan to begin 
tho Program, presurnbly wo should investigate possibilities of cooporating with that 
unit. But if not, our program should havo a dispensary and first aid cantor, at 
least, with regular visits from a doctore More facilitios than this could be added, 
depending upon the sizo of the village, and its importance as a ¢entor for farmers 
and other villagers fromnearbye Tho aim should be to provido adoquato modical caro 
as soon as possible, oither locally or at a larger center available by railroad or 


highwaye 
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This” medical service should givo attention to and aid in the geonoral hoalth 
probloms such-as ‘sanitation, water supply, diet, ctce, as well as particular family 
problomse It should include training in matommal caro; if possiblo, the person in 
charge should be able to act as midwife in dolivery casts In all its-contacts, it 
should aim to countcract any and all harmful traditional beoliocfs and practices which 
still porsist in the rural arcase Such a medical services would contributo much to © 
the value of a community programe 


(d) Community schools. 


In view of the stréss which the government has pleced upon thoir own educa 
tional program in rocont years, the policy of our Mission in this field will have to 
be governed by conditions oxisting upon our returne However, this principle should 
be followed, perhaps; the aim of tho Commnity Program should be to supply what 
edu cation is necessarye The Progrem should certainly favor education, and if 
schools are not available in any particular community ths Program should provide it 
if possiblce Coopera tion Masai ‘the Seach will be very eden in this field. 


In caso the’ maintenance of the Buhne is’ entirely in he hands of the 
governnont, the Program porsonnel might still have'a part in ite It is conceivable 
that a place on the curriculum might be given to the toaching of religion, or ethics. 
If the Program gould be granted this period, it could be a valuable ono from our 
point of view as well as the government's. There may bo other ways of cooperating 
with local school authoritics which woukd help the activitios ae the Program become 
a real part of the lives of the pocploe 


Outside the regular school system, tho Program ought to provide instruction 
in fields of interest for adult-groupse Considerable interest was*shown in adult 
education just prior to the ware This interest may have been curtailed by tho war 
conditions, but there is no reason to suppose that it cannot be rowawakeneds 
Community study , classes outside tho schools provide rey, esheets for promoting 
the purpos os ofa community programe 


(co) Home and family lifce 


'- In its relationship’with tho homes and home life of the community, this 
Program should provide a counselor, guido and friend for all, the objective boing 
increased stability, democracy and physical, mental arid spiritual health in the 
homeSe A wiso pastor in the local church could accomplish much in this area of 
activitye Ati understanding Christian eldor in the village would be an oxeollent 
recruit for volunteer help as counselor. Encouraging each family connected with the 
Progran in any way, especially the leaders, to demonstrate ae dosirod traits in. home 
relationships’ is a vital factor in home training. 


These desirable traits eee be rewarded in a very intangible way through 
praise from the leaders of the Program, through recognition in a public service 
arranged for the occasion, or some other such device, Some individuals would evo 
doen it a real reward to be given added responsibilities or participation in tho 
Program itsolfe

Knowing how difficult Vis te! change the value pattems of adults, it is-

But such observations cannot be accepted as actual findings 
from tests which need now to be made in the countrye

(11) Gan the problems of relief and rehabilitation be tied in with 
this program in the early days of return? 


It is quite possible that the relief problems will be such as to provide 
us with an entree to the villages, from which entree we can develop the program with

-- In the boginning, each missionary trained his own ovangelistse He shared 
with those working with him his owm attitudes toward the work and the particular 
emphases which he felt most important in the Gospel messages, It was done largely 
by the conversation method, in sessions at the missionary's home.and in spare 
moments while on toure At the same time there developed also local station training 
in which the missionaries in a station pooled their efforts and gave more or less . 
formal training. ‘But there was no attempt at creating a school for such training. 


Formal training in a school. Nahe en A Sar cee 

ie The first attempt to start a school for formal training was about 1909 in 
CAiengmai (Laos Mission) and in 1913 in Bangkok (Siam Mission)» The school in the 
north slowly developed into one with two types of training,- one for elders (lay 
workers), the other for men who might be ordained as ministerse It took many years 
to get such a schodl to running smoothly. It was 192] before we find any record 
of the ordination of a graduate from the training schoole That yoar, at a meeting — 
of the Presbytery, two graduates were ordained to the Christian ministry. 


Meanwhile, a “seminary” had been started in Bangkok in 1913, first in Miss 

Galt*s home, (she was on furlough) and the following year under Dre ds Be ‘Dunlap!s 
housee When Dre Dunlap went on furlough the following year, the school moved over 
to Petchaburie The training lasted only threo months each year and: was handicapped | 
by the lack of. textebooks in Thai and.the inability of quite a. few of the students 
even to take notes§ There were never, more than nine students attending the cause, 
The way the school was moved around from place to place with constant change in 
leadership,.it is-no wonder that the.enrollment soon dropped off. In 1915 there were 
five studentse In 1916 there were only threo. By 1918 it was called just "a traine 
ing class for evangelists". The next year it had become "a conference:for evangel= 
ists", lasting only one weeke Then, it was abandonede With such a small number of 
students, carried as it was by busy missionaries with many other tasks, and having 
no real mission backing, it is no wonder that it failed. vi oe alr Sar 

7 But the seminary in Chiengmai fared better, probably due to the faot that it 
had a broader base in its attempt to train both fulletime and lay workers. Furthere 
more, Dre Gillies had been charged with the task of carrying on this work, a task oa 
that he continued to carry on until ho retired.e With Kru Semo and Kru Kam Ai as cow 
workers, the work progressede In 1921 ten men went from the seminary to help in 
establishing the work in Chiengrung, boing gone for most of the year,— a real home 
mission work. At this time there were 37 enrolled, 1 for the full course,

In 19¢2 another graduate was ordained, In 1923, three moros ‘Then, as local 
needs were met, the enrollment began to drope Still, in 1925, there were 23 students

In 1925, after. the two missions had been united into one, Dre McAfee visited 
Thailand’ He was deeply impressed with the great need for leadership training of a 
higher type than had boen given hithertoe It was through. his insistanee and the 
enthusiastic support of Paul Fuller that the first class of 8th Matayom graduates 
was formed to take a foureyear course of training in preparation for the ministry. 
Six young men, four from the south and two from the north, made up this first classe 
Practically all the courses were based on English textbooks. Dre Gillies carried ~ 
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this extra work togethér. with the classes’ in Thai with sore HéIp from Dre Campbell 
and.othér missionaries for short lengths of times Kru Semo and Kru Kham Ai continued 
to help with the”vernacular classes. }

All of these needs cannot be met within the walls of one Seeka tuts one Yet; 
on the othorlmnd, the meeting of the needs can and should be centered in one 
institutions It will gather together the various threads of the work, the materials 
to be taught, the leaders to do the teachings; end then it will plan the program as to 
how it can deliver what it has, through the leaders it has gathered, to the churches 
as a whole to mect the nocds.e At present, the seteup for such an institution is 
‘naturally the present building at Chiengmai which has housed the seminary through 
the yearse This building, the gift of Mr. Severance, and erected to house 200. 
students, is already availablee It may seem more proper, for some reasons, to have

Was Program to moet the Necdse 


Iwo quotations: “Tho next step in the progress of the Siam National Church will 
require an inoreasingly careful training of its ministers", (McAfee, 1925) "The 
matter of theological training and indostrination of the Christians is the most 
important problem in Thailand". (Detweiler, 1935) 
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These two quotations summarize the importance of education for evangelism in 
the overall picture of missionary work in Thailande It belongs close to the top if © 
not at the tope We have seen the needs&e Now, how can these needs: be met? 


Two years of preparatory trainings ; 
Following gradwtion from the 6th Matayom, adhering to ‘the educational format 


now in vogue in Thailande Students who desire to go on to prepare themselves for ~ 
Christian service must first spend two years in special preparatory training, The 
emphases during thesé two years will be along the line of the following subjects; — | 
a large dose of English, philosophy and psychology, teaching methods, public speak~ 
ing, drama and music, Bible, an introduction to agriculture, social anthropology and 
rural sociology, the community program, If a man-or woman taking this preliminary .... 
course should find as he goes along that he is not fit for the ministry or for 
evangeli stic work ; these two years will not be wasted. For they will be integrated 
into the Teacher ‘Training course of the Mission and into the training of those who 
will go out into community program work. In fact, by taking these two years, ‘the 
student could very well go on into training for many types of work, . This, in general, 
follows the idea already being worked out at BeCeCe before the ware a 3 


Two ) years ‘of theological trainings | 


If, on completion of the two years of preliminary ele there is 4 
definite challenge to go on and prepare for full-time service in the chureh, then the 
second two years of preparation will be added, whieh will be true theological 
trainings This second two years will stress such courses as a thorough knowledge of 
the Bible, theology, homiletios, evangelistic methods, comparative religion, etce 
Women proceeding to take these second two years work would take Bible, religious 
education, home and family life, musio and hymnody, handicrafts, eto. Special 
advanced courses on rural life might be given those going into the rural work, 
while courses dealing with urban life might be given those going into urban situationse 
However, much research would have to be done before such courses could be taughtes 
It might be better to leave them largely to discussion groups and special readinge 
Students who had passed this second two years would be ready for ordinations (It 
would probably be necessary for some students who would go into large churches with 
an intelligent and highly educated membership to have further training before é 
ordinations Superintendents of a large group of churches also would need more train- 
inge Such training should be. received in Bhai i Burma or the Us. Se de) -- 


The training of Lay workers. 


The: training of elders, deacons, Sunday School teachers and other lay workers 
would nto lenger be carried out at the seminary but through special Institutes and 
Conferences in the local Districts or Churehess For further discussion of this see 
bel. she i 


The toms of sontuary work. 

There will be a long term with a full schedule of work at the seminary, with 
full faculty working, from May 15 to December 15. Following this would come the 
Christmas-vacatione - 

Shortly after New Year and lasting until about March lst, there would be 
a short tern, spent largely in seminar work, reading in the library, writing papers 
and discussione Only one member of the faculty would be present to direot and help, 
During this same time refresher courses could be offered pastors and evangelists. 
(This latter is a bad time beoause it is the touring season) 

While this short term is proceeding at the school, pees two or three 
week institutes will be held in loeal situations for lay wor ers by the rest of the 
aoulty, assisted by some of the students from the senior classs These might be 
not just one meeting, but several for different age groupss And there might be a 


Fo 


combination of intensive study during the day for certain chosen delegates, while 
popular evening meetings be open to all. Many combinations might be worked upe 
It might be possible for the faculty so to arrange the program that the pastor or 
local evangelist: might be freed at this time to take a refresher course at the 
seminarye On the other hand it would be a good idea for the local man to be 
present to head up the conferences and institutes. Bible study should have a 
large place in the curriculum of these institutes. At these institutes, special 
work should be done to challenge youth to full life service and to persuade the 
church members to desire well-trained leadershipe 


The faculty for such an institutions 


The faculty to carry on this large and extensive work would have to be rather 
largee And it should consist for the present of one-half missionaries and one-half 
national leaders, There should be two missionaries and their wives and a sirmle 
woman missionary; there should be the same number and type of nationals. The 
latter should be appointed by the church and supported by the church, either through 
church funds or through mission funds allocated to the church and dispersed by ite 


Something should be done now to work up a tentative curriculum, to decide what 
subjects present national leaders could teach and prepare missionary leaders now to 
teach the reste 


National and missionary leaders should be on an equal footinge It would be a 
good idea if the right lower floor of the building be made into an apartment as the 
left lower floor is at present and that a national family be placed there on an 
equal basis with the missionary family at the other end. The rest of the faculty 
would have to be housed elsewhere. The students would of course be housed upstairs 
where also class rooms would have to be madés 


It was not made clear in the discussion of curriculum that ell students of 
each two year course would be taking the same courses, such courses being offered 
on alternate yearse This would hold true of everything but English in the 
preparatory cours es 


Language study, Sunday School Lessons, Christian literatures 


The reason that the faculty was made so large is because it is to be expected 
that the Sunday School lessons and a large amount of Christian literature will be 
prepared by the seminary faculty. It is also thought that new missionaries, after 
they have completed their first six months course in language, should continue their 
language study at the seminary, living with the families there if possible, taking 
one or two of the seminary courses just to rub shoulders with the students and going 
out to assist in the institutes. This would be a great benefit to the new comers 
and give them a much better understanding of the people and the worke 


Finances in regard to studentse 


Support for students should be as large as possible from their families. A 
certain amount of work around the seminary should be made available for students to 
earn part of their waye Scholarships should also be made available, but these should 
come from a central fund in the hands of a central committee or board, and be loans 
such as are allowed by our Board of Christian Education, to be cancelled on serving 
the church a. certain number of yearse 


There are many Loop holes in the program abovee It is presented only as a 
temporary plate which seems to fit fairly well the situation as it presents itself. 
Much thought and study and experimentation must be carried out before we shall be

The students in the uid vene ties ne had a Buddhist background and home 
environment were nominally called Buddhists, and they would register as such at the 
universitiese This is true here in our own universities in the United States. There 
are hundreds who register’as members of one denomination or another with no under-= 
standing of the particular church to whish they belong or even a general picture of 
the World Church. There are many who register as Christian and do not have the 2 
slightest idea of the connotation of the worde One young woman in all seriousness © 
came up to the desk of the professional religious advisers: on a large university: — " 
campus and said she belonged to the “Norwegian syndicate”. Tho Thai student who calls 
himself a Buddhist in many instances takes for granted the Buddhist sulture pattern : 
of the past, as we here take for granted the Hebraic-Christian oeulture pattern of » 
our religious heritages We must take imto account as we face the future that even 
the Christian youth of Thailand may have already started to live on the past. The - 
entire Christian faith will need to be reviewed and teught to the youth of tomorrows 
The minute it is a mere culture pattern ‘there is no virility left and it becomes q 
stagnate poole There are huridreds of what we may call Buddhist agnostics in Thailand. 
These are especially those who have had a college or university education outside 
of their om land. ‘tis my opinion that it would be well for those missionaries who 1% 
will be working with the young intellectuals either to have a thorough training Beh 
Buddhism in this country or to make a study of Buddhism in Thailand. 
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Looking toward an adequate program for Thailand and being reminded of the 
limitations that are before us in such an attempt, let us consider threo major arease 
First, students in government proparatory schools and universitiess second, students 
in Christian ‘schools or under Christian influacoe; third, development of an over-all 
youth program of Christian Educatione All three of these are interrelated, but for 
discussion purposes they are dividede ' ; 


First, the program for youth work in the two government universities probably 
can be most adequately dealt with through the use of -Christian hostels, student 
centers, and personal Monat as were ‘in aed process of development prior to ae 
outbreak “of ware . 

The educational system of Thailand will tend to send more and more students 
into the city of Bangkok for further training since there has been a broadening at 
the base and no larger apex unless it has bem done since the Japanese oscupatione 
There will probably be an even larger program of education after the war because of 
the part payed by adult education, I fse  iarghy and the presse \ 


There were approximately five thousand univorsity students in Ban pkok at 
the outbreak of hostilitiese This group were rather evenly divided between 
Chulalongkorn University and the Uniservity of Moral and Political Science. The . 
latter university had a system whereby the students attend school about six months 
and work six months with the work period largely centered in Bangkoke There was AN 
ono hostel provided for students by Chulalongkorn University, but this one failed ¥

- the christian Hostel for men was already in operation prior to the departure 
of the missionaries. This Hostel was open to a limited number of students and the 
cost of the project was largely underwritten by the American Presbyterian Mission, 
the Yel Cohs, | and interested nationals. The Hostel was not only.a place where. . 
students might live and have supervision, but it was a center where -students mi. ght 
comé for sooial and recreational activities. The Hostel. tried to maintain the. 
Christian ideals and to have.a small Christian community amidst the non-Christian 
community, The Christian and non=Christian students took part in the total program. 
which included Bible study, prayer fellowship, social activities, aid in university - 
studies, and special work for those going abroad for further study. Efforts were. 
made to have these groups prepared for their difficulties such as racial disorimina- 
tiony the life of the big university, as well as definite plans for them to become 
acquainted with the World Student Christian Federation in Europe and our own 
Westminster Foundations in this country. Large groups of students’ were invited to 
attend the various activities held at the Hostel and Student Center, and we fount 
that students would come if invited to do soe (In fact I might say off the record 
that the percentage of those who would participate is far larger than we can Bat ‘from 
invitations in our om church programs in the United stenens.?

program of evangelism and personal counselling, but also it should aid in tying the 
students close to one of the national churches. The program also should help the 
Christian students have definite field work in the field of practical application of 
their Christianity while ‘in attendance at the university, in order that, they might 
be of added value to the ‘community of which they become a part after graduations . 


The Board of Directors. of the Local Hostel yee Student Center, founded before 
the war, was made up of representatives of the American Presbyterian Mission, the. 
YoMeCeAe, the Church of Christ, and. one or two other nationals of the comnunity who. | 
were interested in the projotte « This policy prov@d to be a good technique of 
management to follow, since the community was definitely tied into the full programe. 
One problem that: we will more than likely face is the fact that several of the young. 
adults who have graduated from the universities would prefer a national university 
church especially in Bangkok. Their criticism of the oxisting churches they attended 
was quite strongs There were some who felt they should have a strong preacher who. . 
would’ minister to those of university level. This is an age old problem that we face 
hare in this country in our ow Westminster Foundations, Our counsel at that time 
was that the praduates should tie themselves to the local churches in the city of 
Bangkok, where they could be of service. One difficulty that presented itself in 
this problem was the fact that to a large degree the leadership of the Church was 
Sete in years as well as in minde 


‘ne of. the major programs for the student workers in Thailand would be the 
continual presentation of the Christian vocat idnal program in order that ‘new leader=_ 
ship.might come into the church. Individuals who show special promise in the, field 
of fulletime Christian leadership should be givm aid in the form of scholarships . 
either in the’country, should we INve a school of Christian Education or Seminary, 
or sent ‘outside of the country for further studys but only after they had: finished 
their basic work in their own universities. 


~Seoond, let us think about the students in what were known as Christian . 
schools prior to the war and which should be Christian in the postewar era, We did 
some experimental work at-Wattana Wittaya (Bangkok) in cosoperation with the leader- 
ship of the school. Each week we spent about two hours with the yomg woman who was 
to lead the Sunday evening youth fellowship hours There was little adequate material 
available in the Thai language for such yduth groupse An attempt was made to help — 
the young women develop material for use in these mestingse The first attempt at, 
this type of work was not any too successful, but there was a great deal of the 
rich heritage and bavkground of the early Christian Church presented to the groupe 
The girl shosen by her ow group to lead the meeting was given help in leading the 
alain oe the developing of an So pana ye MOrRAAD program, and after the meeting we 
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would go over with hor some of the rough points as well as congratulate her on the 
better pointse Thus, each girl was given dn opportunity for developing leadorship 
ability as well as developing her own religious lifes. This experimentation led to 
* the development of a Religious Emphasis Woek, in the school. One such week was. 
carried out and the response was enough to provide impetus for the further research 
and development of this type of program for the future, The Christian :teachers 
and students had prayer fellowship groups for some weoks before the actual 
Religious Emphasis Weekes The older students chose the hym and the scripturo, 

and suggested possible leadership. On the final day of the week each. student was 
given an opportunity to make a recommitment to Christ, a commitment to Christ, or 
to ask for more instruction in the Christian faith.

One night a week & selected group of them were taught social 
games.and types of social: programs that might be used in the home, community,. 
‘school, or church where they were to teach. These stude@mts planned an evening and 
led tha games using other students as 'guinea pigs'. Those evenings were full of

Third, we should help the indigenous church Beal ons an overeall program 
for the Christian youth of Thailand. This might well take some such pattern as 
the Westminster Fellowship which is being developed in our home church This 
organization should aid in thé development of youth materials and approach to 
youth in the local church as well as the development of city and districtewide 
fellowship groupse Some experimental work was done with the university Christian 
student group in Bangkok and it was. found that their fellowship meetings at the 
Student’ Center tended to draw them close together, and aid: them in their own 
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personal ‘problems as : well. as in campus problemse fheir fellowship group eoutt ata 
even after the occupation of the country, and it was this group who continued to. 
send gifts of reterial goods as well as continued their prayer fellowship during our 
internment, and aided in the set-up of a prayor fellowship that is continuing. after 
we have retumed to our own homeland. There is no reason why other Christian : 
youth groups of junior high and high school age should not be developed in the OORT 
cormunity or farm area, and the continuance of these relationships, should they be 
fortunate enough ‘to come to the universities for further educatione The continuing 
process of Christian training should aid in the further development of the Christian 
leadership of the rents ; 





. ‘Phere was a move toward the development ‘of the summer conference « as a 
means of Christian training, but the war cut short any experimentation in this fields 
A site was available to us at no cost, although it would have probably been a small 
conference or oamp because of travel difficulties. This ‘would have brought young 
people from various parts of the country into a close Christian fellowship. One of 
our fellow missionaries did some experimenting with a cooperative boys .oamp, and 
there scems to be.no reason: why such a program could not be developed on a national 
scale, in the beginning with small groups in s ol ected ArCASs There might be some. 
difficulty in the beginning with this program because of government HLOUA GE SiAneLE 
of the program, but this could be, cleared with proper authorities in advaneee. One 
of the Thai. graduate students spent an entire summer in camp work with us here in 
this count ry and she was enthusiastic about the possibilities in Thailand after the 
WAL o ‘ ' ! : 


Furthermore, we should have conferences of teachers of youth. Il ink that 
we should have conferences for teachers of youth and for preacherse We should bring

Any or all of the suggestions would fit into a comprehensive parish program

GENERAL (MISSION) EDUCATION

In gonsidoring end education in Thailand it is well to remind sinae lied 
of the nature of our mission schools and of our purpose in maintaining them through | 
the’ yearse We call them "mission". schools, by which we mean those Christian schools 
meeting in. buildings owned by the Mission and’ for which the Mission takes respon-' 
sibility, even though in some instances no missiohary has bem on the staff. The 
governing body has been the Mission Educational Committee, having both missionary 
and Thai members, with a missionary chairman who is also a member of the Mission 
exesutive Committe ee 
; Yet the Sihbols are by no means our own, because they are subject to govern= 
‘ ment control and inspection. They are licensed by the private school department of 
the Ministry of Education and -they must use the government curriculum. The members 
of the faculty must mve government licenses, and the students must observe govern= 
ment regulations with regard to uniforms and personal adornment, What is even more 
important, the teaching of religion has been barred during regular school hours, 
though.liberal interpretation of the Law has permitted a limited religious education 


.. program in. most schoolse 


Bustadnen Kebnoth Scott Latouretto in the Educational Yearbook for-1943 
has suggested five motives for founding and carrying on mission schools: "(1) The 
spread of the Christian faiths; (2) the training of leaders for the Christian 
“comnunitys (3) the education of the Christian community; ()) the assistance of a 

nation in time of transition; and (5) a bolief in education as suche” It would 

seem that all five apply to our schools in the post-war periods There is no need 
to enlarge upon these motives at this timo, except to’ point out that our belief in 


ani 


tho last compels us to endeavor to provide the best possible education, and that aim 
has a.direot bearing on how much sas money and personnel wo shall deatipante for 
ddugational worke 


In presenting points for discussion it is assumed that an adequate survey 
commission will be appointed to study the various stations at first hand, and that 
such a commission will have an educational,section; or, if it seems better, that a 
special educational commission will be established when the first visits are made, 
the duties of which will eventually pass to a permanent Education Committee. This 
raises the question of the ultimate control of the schools. Many feel the Church 
of Christ in Thailand should be the govemming body, through its Educational Committee 
on which missionaries may or may not be appointed as the Church may see fit. Others 
feel that local Boards of Directors should carry the major responsibility with a 
minimum of oversight by the national churche We have already seen that the Church | 
will be weak after the war, and that it may not yet be permitted to control propertye 
Therefore it seems likely that the administration of schools should be placed in the 
hands of a joint Mission-Church committee given power to act by both bodies--like the 
former Mission Educational Committee, but with more aha during the period of 
readjustmente 


With these preliminary considerations before us, let us then proceed to some 
of the problems raised in the confererice agenda, Our executive secretary has 
already given us a general picture of the situation in each station. When last heard 
from, tho Wattana Wittaya School in Bangkok, the Jane Hays School and the Loyal 
School were carrying on as usual; ieee, as private schools under Christian leader-~ 
shipe On the other hand Bangkok'Christian College was given a different statuses The 
Ministry of Education took charge of the buildings and made the head of the Departe 
ment of Private Schools responsible for the school, The word "Christian" was 
dropped from the title, and Christian services were forbidden in the chapel, but tho 
Christian faculty was left in charge with the viceeprincipal serving as manager and 
headeteacher, Whether this procedure was followed for any other school we do not 
know, but it seems not to have been applied elsewhere in Bangkok or in Petchaburi, 
where both schools are in operation as Christian institutionse The girlst school in 
Trang is still being maintained, but in Sritamarat we have the report that the 
schools were combined under the leadership of a non-Christian. There soems to be no 
report from Ratburi or Pitsanuloke In Chiengmai our two big schools are being used 
by the government as preparatory schools for thé university in Bangkoke The girls? 
school in Lampang has been established elsqwhere, like Wattana Wittaya Academy in 
Bangkok, but the boys! school has been closede Thre are no reports from Chiengrai, 
Prae, or Nane Wy . 


To sum up: Of 18 major schools, oight appear to be carrying on at the 
present time under Christian leadership, ‘but at loast one of those (Bangkok Christian 
College) has had its religious work greatly curtailed. Unless some major catastrophe 
occurs, it scoms likely that these will be in operation when the country is re-opened 
to missionaricss Others may be functioning at the present time, or presumably could 
be mM again when buildings are iulakidelinies, 


In the matter of continuing Thai leadership of these schools, we must bo 
guided by the judgment of Thai Christians. Whero able work has been done, there 
Seems to be no reason why school heads should be displaced by foreigners. Let the 
missionary be teacher, adviser, businoss ‘manager, or even vicesprincipal where perfect 
understanding can be worked outs; but let tho’ heads of the schools be Thaie I would 
advocate that it be our stated policy that every head teacher and every manager 
Should be a Christian Thai, If owmership of the property is restored to the Mission, 
a missionary may need tobe designated as "owner", but his position should be merely 
nominal without special authority, A missionary should serve on the Board of

Another qualification for many of thém ought ‘to be gome training in religious 
educations If our time for teaching religion is limited, much skill is nesded to 
mike the best use of that time. If the government polioy becomes more liberal, there 
is the greater need for those who.can develop effective progrems of ‘roligious in= 
structions But more important than that is the need for the Christian interpretation 
of all subject matters Someone has pointed out that the curriculum of a Christian 
school “might look the same as that of other schools, but its distinguishing marks 
might be theses; a consciousness that the objectively perceived universe is not all; 
a faith on the part of its teachers that their subjects all have meaning in an 
ordered universe divinely controlled; and an emphasis on the importance of giving 
oneself in service to others" (Taken from "What is Christian Education, Tho Sheldon

Local scholarships ought to be awarded only as money for them is actually ‘

Higher educatione The fourmycar college course at Bangkok Christian 

College scems a bit remote at this time.. We have every right to resestablish ae 
Secondary education, but the new and untried will still be subject to local con-= 

ditionse Permission must be obtained from the Ministry of Education. It was the 

judgment of the Bankluei Project Board that it would be umviso to establish even the : 
first year of such a college until a suitable new building had been erected. After ; 
permission had been obtained fromthe government, it would still require nearly a 

year to complete such a building. The foureycar program will require a largo ae 
investment for buildings and a large missionary staff for a number of years, but 

grantod extensive funds and sufficient personnel I would say that we would do well 

to provide such an institution at an early date. Wo need to remind ourselves that 

during this war period, the highest class being taught in any of our schools is 
the second year of high school, so that wo are far short of our eventual goale 
Nevertheless, with our present lack of knowledge of local conditions, I do not seo 
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how any. decision. can be reached a this Asin, If the Pramual Road asta ae aro 
destroyed or badly run down, it will proba bly be necessary to rostore them before 
alumni Support could be obtaired for a new projects In any event, in keoping with 
our’ policy of Thai-missi onary cooperation, I would not want to start such a program 
without a rather 'gonaral-request for it from the Thai constituonoy, both Christian 
and: non=Christiane There is good hope for this, however, because in 19l2, during 
tho- poriod of internment, it was reported to us that people wero talking about tho 
need for private collegese We had hoped to BO ae in this field, but wo may find 
somo such ins tituti ons already established. 
Tho Prince Royal's Colleges I have asked Dre Kometh Wolls, tho Principal of 
the College, to say a fow words as a part of this presentation. 


PRINCE ROYAL'S COLLEGE 
Kenneth Ee Wells 


. ame dm trying to look at Prince Royalts Colloge objectively. In general, 
is there any need for a school there in Chiongmai? I will reviow briefly some of 

the cold facts. The Church in Thailand has centered its work largely in schoolse 
Thoir best work is done through the modia of schools, as borne out partly by the 
experience of our om missione As a matter of fact I think we should maintain our. 
schools at all costse In the boyst schools as well as the girlst schools we have a 
constituency of 3,000 or moree And the sons and daughters of those Christians ought 
to have a Christian education. It is a great advantage to have middle schools to 
feed the Christian-collegee Tho value of these middle schools is in charactor 
traininge’ You get the young people in the formative period of their lives and you 
help them in the matter of roligion and character suocess later on in lifoe Prince 
Royal's College had about 650 pupils when the Japanese invasion occurred. After wo 
left, the government took over the school and made.it a government preparatory 
schoole The school is functioning nowe. Two grados have been added or restored to 
the curriculum. The school is getting a good deal of advertising nowe Everybody 
knows that it is the preparatory school for Bangkok, and possibly that position can 
be maintained after the war. It will continue to be a preparatory schoole On the 
debit side, the greatest loss. occurring with the invastion was the scattcring of 

the Christian teachers of that schoole There were twenty-six Christian teachers and 
they were 2. fine body of mene A groat many teachers had gone out to be teachers in 
other mission schoolse Some will have died or ontered other occupationse Another 
loss is tho loss of Christian witnesse It was the first school in tho north and 

had been bearing’ Christian witness since 1908. There is undoubtedly a property losse 
Termites and floods have done damages After the war there will be a need for one 
new building to be built. As tho principal classroom building was nearly forty years 
old and there were very persistent colonies of termites, I fear the worst for that 
encient building. A portion of tho Hayes Estate was reeeived by Prince Royal, so that 
source of income is pretty woll wiped out, 1 think. 


I am not trying to read the future too far aheade In the immediate futuro 
I would liko to think of the return as,"H" Day, the home-coming day whon mission 
property will be restored to its former workers and the Christian Thai workers will 
be coming back to their homes, and the missionaries likewise. Thom will start the 
painful process of gathering together a strong.Christian faculty.e Tho there is 
the mtter of the restoration of the buildingse That will cost some moneye If the 
Hayes money has gone the subsidy will have to, be raised a bit. As I look at the 
sitwtion, a middle school of about 750 boys would be about right. Boyond that the 
school becomes unwieldy and itis hard to mve personal contacts with the boys, It 
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seoms to mo that at the outset there olght to bo two mon at tho schoole If you 
have only one man and he gets sick, there is no one theres To carry out any kind 
of hostel organization you need at loast two mone Will the government*s attitude 
towards the teaching of religion in schools become more liberal in the future? I 
think soe Hore is a radio dispatch from Bangkok under date of October 1s- "Con= 
cerning the policy of every citizen having freodom to profess any faith, the Thai 
Ministry of Public Instruction sent a circular lotter to the. heads of all schools. - 
reminding them that pupils attending their schools are free to profess any religion 
and that facilities for the practice of religion should be afforded those which 
formed the majoritye In most places the majority will bo Buddhists. In the 
southern provinoés, where the Muslim prodominates, they can sét up religion in their 
schoolse" ‘ | : 


"MEDICAL WoRK 


Dre Ee Ce Cort. 


I want to givo a little history of medical work in Thailond first. We all 


knowyof Dre Bradley's great adventure, how he introduced modern medicine into 
Thailand and was finally able to get a successful vaccination. He also started'a 
great many other things, of courses I don't know so much about the southorn 
stations. Theo Thailand Mission always had an idea that medical work was a very 
definite part of the program for making Christ known. India and somo other places 
have looked upon medicine as a necessary evile Work in the north was started by: 
Dre McGilvarye He intreduced quinine theree Tho first person had to be paid to 
take ite Tho old prince of Chiengmai murdered the first two Christians and planned . 
to murder Dr. and Mrs. McGilvary, but the King at Bangkok heard of the plan, 
brought him there and kept him for a long times Drs McGilvary saved the life of the 
child of the old -—prince!s son-in-law, so when the old: king died the new prince. gave © 
Dre McGilvary land for a hospital and a homee "So medical work opened the door for 
othor worke Dre McKean really began the work of the north, operating on his 
verandah with half the town looking one Ho also started the leper work, building 
six bamboo shacks at his own expasoe In every case medical and evangelistic work 
were started together and school work was opaned as soon as possibke after that, 

As you know, the hospitals were originally more inns than hospitalse The relatives 
came and looked after the patients and the place was erowdeds Qno time, with 80: 
patients in the hospital, I counted: 222 people sleeping there. Almost over night 
we jumped from that to the now hospital with four girls who had beon trained by Mrs. 
Gampbell,. A nurses! training school was started, one of three in the kingdom and 
the only Christian onee We heard all over the kingdom that our nurses were preferred 
because of thoir spirit of services The girls came from the finest of our 
Christian familios and official faniliose | 


The loper work has grown from an asylum to a treatment institution. In 
the first place we had only the lamo, the halt and the blind, who came for a refuses 
As we learned later, they were not contagious, they were the burnt out casese We 
began working to build the asylum into a place of treatment and tried to get in the 
earlier cases which were more easily treated, and the very infectious types whose 
isolation would be a great public health sorvicee For some timo Nite Hugh McKean. - 
had been turning out as cured an average of fifty cases a year of those who for three 
Successive examinations six months apart had been bacteriologically free. Some of 
those went out and started leper clinics. They had been trained to give the. ; 
injections and to follow the whole program of good diet, exercise, occupation, etc. 
So the work sproade .

Ze We were having: difficulty, as you know,’ in keeping our hospitals manned so 
we had to begin nationalizing our medical work. * One of the doctors hati boen trained 
in the Philippines and’was the son of a doctor who had given his life to tho work at 
Pitsanulokes Another one’ had-‘three yoars' of. training at Bangkok and three years’ 
moro at MoCormick Hospital. At the end of thd first year wo raised’ 20,000 ticals 
from the Buddhist merchants. in the bazaar to build: a new hospitale Wo started a © 
medical school in Chiengmai because we were not satisfied with the grade of medical 
school at Bangkoke Wo took one ¢lass through six years and by-the time they were ‘at 
work the.

We must have a missionary staff for awhile in McCormick because of the noed 
‘for intern and resident training. “The boys’ who go: from'the medical school in 
Bahgkok have no-internship‘ experience. If we are going to keep‘up our médical: work 
our young dectors must have this opportunity. We will need men whé will go'in as 
experts in surgery, diagnosis; etee; to: give the young doctors cl peotaae a could 
get nowhero olse. Aur Christ. seh ga ats art the GRA ‘ 
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Herald n coh oninreeeh oats sas is rae pee ean of Pe ok A nbd many’ 
years ago that beloved missionary, Miss Cole, came’ to Chi engmai’ for a visitsand at 
that time asked why we had so much more success in our evangelistic work than thoy 
did in Bangkoke Dre McKeants reply was that Chiengmai. had:a hospital, which Bangkok 
-did note :The thing that brings to the people the knowledge of what Christianity is 
trying to do, that wins friends and opens doors has been'te a very large cxtent tho 
medical works It provides a point of contact, a program for reaching the peoples 
Unless you aro doing the best medical work yeu. know: how to do, you are using it as 
a bait to bring in the people, and that isn't fair. In China I visited a hospital 
where thé’ doctor saw. 200 patients betwoen' ten and: twelve :in' the moming. ‘And these 
patients could not see the doctor unless thay’ had-a blue ticket which showed that thoy 
had been in’the chapole This, ! think, is not faire ‘We built up a. Laboratory 
service, including blood. chemistry, bacteriology, etce,° and have tried to have the 
very best plant we coulde We had an evangelistic group, not of missionaries but of 
Thai peoplee’ We were very fortunate in having an evangelist of unusual ability, Wo 
picked him up unconscious at thse door of the hospitale Hse was a Buddhist priest, 
one of the finest Buddhist scholars in the kingdom, and because of ill health he 
had finally left the priesthood. We took him into the hospital, revamped his 
plumbing, brought him back to healthe Moanwhile we had given him a copy of the

gospel of Luke, When ho had read it he said that he had beon looking for just this ; 
all his lifoe Before he was baptized ho had brought twelve others to Christianity 
and taught them to reads .We sent him to the Seminary where he took the vernacular 
course and for seventeen years was a great evangelist. In the daytime, this group 

of ovangolists worked in the hospital and in the evening in the. rest houso where 
relatives of the patients stayede Every two months or so they would come to us and 
say that they had, perhaps, ten familios in a certain village interested in 
Christianity and they. wanted to spend a week with thom helping them and instructing 
thane They worked in an integrated program, Dre McKean and I for years have 

begged the southern stations to put in medical work in Bangkok but somehow too many 
other things camo up and it never got donee A very wealthy Chineso merchant said: 
-onee that he had 1,000,000 ticals. to. put into a hospital: in Bangkok, but even so the. 
mission did not do ite Our contacts in Bangkok have been largely through the ~— 
schoolse In the countryyou could go and call on a man without knowing him, but . 
Bangkok was too sophisticated for thate If you could go in as a visitor from the 
hospital, following up a patient from the haspital, you could establish sontacts 
very simply. The one thing the people bog for is medical work, The Seventh Day 
‘Adventists went into Bangkok and started a fine hospital which has been very: successe 
fule A good deal of that success we may admit was politics, The Chineso were un- 
popular because they were only pretonding to, teach the Thai language in their 
schools. The Chinose had been large contributors to the University Medical School 
Hospital and the Red Cross Hospital so those two hospitals. were unpopular, Whon the 
Seventh Day Adventists put ina hospital oh was very popular and there was a 
tremendous upsurge of work for aids 


“My. feeling is that we aHeGId have a trained social worker who ote follow 
tho patients into their homes as a messenger of Christ, and teach them sanitation, 
diet, child welfare, oto,, etce We ought to have as many of such workers as we 
have ‘na daenl staff. A government hospital sannot compete with a missionary hospital 
because a missionary hospital gives of itself. Its ideal is te do a first class 
work medically plus Christian sorvices 


I hope we may put Dre Laura Lang in the matemity homo in Bangkok when we go 
sbacke I have seen her in action in India and she is a grand persone She has had. 
both ohild welfare work and an extensive operating. service in Fatehgarhe I would 
like her to go back not only for the matermmity work but also to expand that. into a 
childrents hospitale There is a great need for real service for children in 
Bangkok, & great opportunity for open doors, And I should hope that such a 
children's hospital: would later develop into a women's hospital, Then when that 
is going we can begin to think of a general hospitale In the beginning this will 
have to be done largely by missionaries until Thai enough-are trained. The Thai 
‘ are splendid workers, fine nurses and doctorse One of: the great opportunities of 
the whole kingdom is Bangkok, and medical service is one of the greatest needs. ‘Mr. 
Zimmerman of the YeMeCeAe told me that all over Bangkok he was astonished to find 
that the only mission work businessmen knew were the leper hospital and McCormick 
Hospital, both at pene 500 miles awaye 

Rural Womed: I think the rural work must be coordinated with medical 
-Servicese A good many years ago one of the princes. asked me to plan the training. 
for a.seoond line of assistance, men to go out am be hands and feet for the 
doctors, They would not have certificates but would: work under the control of 
- the well trained doctors of the districts We trained 00. of these and I think 
we can do that again and develop a nursing service alSo, Nurses cannot go out and 


thie 


live in the villages alone but if we had a Christian pastor and his wife and one 
or two others, we could place a nurse or two therée We would pick out villages. 
which have markets, for into these towns come fifteen or more smaller villages to 
trade, and this would give many contacts. I think such service would appeal to 
our girlse The doctor would have to make regular trips to these places, Before 
we left, one fine district doctor was taking our nurses and doctors to hold clinics 
once a week in certain villages. The conditions laid down were that tho6e villages 
should clean up their village, yards, water supply, sanitation. If they kept up- 
the good work the reward was that the medical clinio would continue to come and 
give them medical services. Just about the time this program was getting well 
established the doctor was promoted, the Japanese came in, and we do not know prat 
happened. . . 


The story is told of Dre MoGilvary on one of his itinerating trips ina 
remote area, that he met a petty Rajah who coveted the fine elephant Dr. 
MeGilvary ownede Dodging the broad hint put out for the elephant, Dre MoGilvary 
replied that he knew this great man had many elephants so did not need another but 
that he would like to give him a much more valuable gift, one which would cure 
him of his chills and fevers. Whereupon he gave him some quinine, which cured 
the prinoe, who became a lifelong friend of Drs McGilvary.

Rather than 2 fectual enumeration of tho differont people in the KL K 
fisld, it is the purpose here to present an over all picture of the cultures to be 
servede (by Culture is merely moant a total way of living) 


le There is tho primitive society of the hill psople. This group compare favorably 
with the Semanre of Southern Thailand; so it is repetitious to say mors than that 
in this stage of direct appropriation by hunting and gathoring men take what nature 
provides and use it for food and clothinge They ars a nomadic people mado up 
largcly of the Museh, few in number and practically inace2ssible to use i 


@e The second group is accurately duscribed as a pastoral people, ‘having small 
herds, « low level of slash and burn agriculturo and being semienomadice Hero the 
numbers are greater and nationality groupings larger. This stratum is accessiblo 
but with some inconvenioncoe The mountain dwelling Kaw, Kalah, and Haw Doi or 
mountain Chinese are opium growors, foarful of strangers, sparsoly populated and of 
stronge ton gucse 


3e The third and by far the most numerous of tho people available to us are the 
people of an established agricultural oconomys namely tho Tai- Lu, Tai-Nuh, 
TaieBaw, Tai-Soi, Tai-Gay and Taie Yah. These people possoss domesticated animals 
is greater number, domesticated plants by which they mintain thomselves and their 
animolse Their movements are limited and thoy are a sottled people with d solf 
suffici ont economy but without oxports, oxcept in religion. 


he The latest and still invading culture is that of the Chinose. They have a 
handicraft oconomy and are the chief producers of tools= especially in iron 
instruments, and are the specialists in merchandise and eovernmonte

These four strata differ culturally, that is linguistically, economically 
and religiouslye Consequently any program efficiently initiated ee them will 
necessarily involve careful study and planning. 


The main effort of the K L K mission has bee among the Tad «Iu a and 
wisely Soe They are the most numerous, settled, possess the most widely used 
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medium of sbommands att on and are = with the newer Chinese elements= the only 
literate people in the arote | ee ae Re yet 


When we left the field, there werg not more than 3500 Chinese of the 
governing, merchant and "Over Seas" classes in the districts of Cheli and Fui Haie 
(I am indobted to, Mr. Leong, Magistrate of Fui Hai for’ the estimate with which I 
concur -entiroly). The Chow Fa estimated the number of indigenous.Tai in the Sip 
Sawng Pan Na to be as many as 5,000,000 (Chow Chiong Hah agreeing) Mr. Leong gave’ an 
approximation of some 3,000,000. Our position is that both are guessings no one 
has dovised a means of finding out -as yote Morever, it is not to be forgotten that 
present crudo. and inaccurate census methods (deseribo?) takes no cognisance of the 
forced migration of thousands of Tai out of the North and Northeces!l into the 
southern tip;of the province- our fields Because of war inauguratea migrations 
from tho south «= Thailand and the Straights Settlements as well as from the North 
and Northeeast, the present population composition is unquestionably different 5am 
that which existed during our residenee on tho ficld. 


This posits a problem= not wmknown to you of the Thailand work. However, 
the situation in  K Lb K was reverse of. that which existed in Thailand where Thai 
opposed. Chinese and to a lessor degree Indian. In China tho opposite held with 
this added difference; The Lu culture has behind it the porsuasivo forco of 
indigenous birth and growth. That is.to say, it was and had boon less modified 
by outside influences borrowed or imposod.e In Thailand the forceful government 
originated programs were inaugurated by the dominant people» the Thai as against 
@lions, Chinese and Indians; whereas in China, invasion and dominance were . 
oxorcisod from withoute that is by tho Chineso- a foreign power:to the Tai. In this 
latter instance the. program of the government was. repudiated by tho nationals and 
has been blocked in every possible instances Ono noed but recall the sevoral 
burnings of school bujldings and the difficulties of scouring taxes and corveo or 
the occasional outbreaks ee Ee nth ee Lor : <cceanau een aie of this undercurrent of 
rebellions 


2 This situation presents one of the most crucial and vitally urgent problems 
facing the work'of the Mission, namely; "Shall the work bo initiated and sustained 
along indigenous Tai lines or shall it bo reopened jn closer cooperation and 
harmony with tho-to tho.

Even whoro tho relativoly late advont of Buddhism and the very new entrance of .. 
Christianity have affected tho belicfs and practices of the pcoplo, the old cult 
beliefs persist and strongly color the more rocently adopted roligionss Many of the 
rituals of the tribes have the same purpose, end priests= cithor Buddhist or hill 
spirit mm, are regarded as "exports" in the techniquo ‘of gaining access to and 
drawing upon the store of magical force that pervades the universee Mostly tho 
purpose is good, i»e., hocling the sick, improving crops, warding off-.epidomics, 

but black magic can bo used against mone a ty 


There is a lack of concepts in the native language for oxpressing meaningful 
Christian truths, The borrowing of: indigenous religious phrases or words is 
impossible if growth- and, devolopmentare to take place. We talk about Pas Chow 
as God, the Father, but the word:is moaningful to a Lu only as a groat lord in 
the Chow Fats home, or Buddha. To add another possible meaning to the word, well, 
that just docsntt make sense to tho natioml; so ho continuos to interprot the 
vocalization according to conditioninge 


ee The Lu society is androcontrics that is the predominating valuos are male 
conterede Wo have moved into this social structure and run rough shod over 
oxisting mores and folkways to establish an entirely foroign state of relationship. 
I have sought in vain to:find one Lu village which had a woman’ oldor, village-head 
or even speaker in a village mootinge YET, throo-fifths of the Lu Church oldors 
are womens . 


3e Tho primary division of this socicty is along the lines of AGE and SEX, On 
evory tour I took, it was the clderly mon to whom I was presented, who spoke with me 
first, who questioned our teoachors, who asked for medical aid for the villago or who 
evaluated the tenets of our message and-+who then made pronouncements to the people 
at largoe Of necessity our leaders are young, rolatively boys, becauso our work is 
younge There must bo somo sort of compromise botweon the position of the Roman 
Church and early tronds in American Educational offorts. Wo can not ignoro the 
claims of tho adults= the present gonoration, end build a church from the oncoming; 
nor con we fully afford to ignore the age prestige groupings of the culture and deal 
only with adults, any more than we can spend funds and offorts to roach the adults 
through a medium=- young teachers, which is unacceptable to them. An illustrations 
We had a fine young evangolist, Mhum Bu, who was a graduate of McGilvary Sominary. 
His father was at one time hoadman of our Christian village of Ban Yuane We 
endeavored to fit Khum Bu into an existing Presbyterian structuro. Ours was a 
Christian village and actually the Church had, through the session, the ruling voico 
in tho villagoe As pastor of the Church, Khum Bu, 23, possessed more actual powor- 
or authority than his father. It was often his task to bring to his fathor the 
position of the Church on specific matters, Youth originating to ago is unheard of 
in this patterned structure, yot, in many instances Khum Bu's position as loador of 
the Chri stlanennnnqaeceee nnn nnn nnn eew ene eneeee Community mado it imporative that 
he oxert his influence against the position of his fathor thereby causing his fathor 
to lose faces Evontually his fathor resimed the position of headman and loft tho 
villagee Khum Bu had brought to bear upon hin tho full forco of the social mores 
and ho crackod undor tho straine Granted there wore other factors contributing to 
his broakeups but it is inconceivable that they could have got him without the 
personal and cultural conflict caused by this disintograting experioncose In short, 
we have to work out a means of reaching the old without violating their rolationship 
patterns= espscially is this truo of aroas involving emotions and social control. 


he The culture pattorn of the Lu is an intogral unite Religion, education, medicine 
work and play can not bo divorced or compartmontalizod. Tho sorvices of tho medicine 
man are first religiouse animistic admittedly. Education is obtaincd in the tomplo 
by the boys and religion is woven into overy phase of hono and commnity life from 
planting rice to courtinge To date wo havo gone into tho culturo with "Classes 7, 8, 
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and 9". The doctor will preach on Sunday,: the educator will preach. at chapel and in 
the church and the minister will. ‘preach. all the time. We all educate «in western 
ways, and we all practice medi cine- with varying, degrees of: efficiency and success 
just as we educate. and preach with different means arid end-products, BUT we havo 
not assimilated LU CULTURE nar tried to teach the Lu to absorb these activities into. 
their existing moreSe Consequently, our medical, educational and religious ° 
activities are strange and foreign to the nationals and the inevitablo ends accrues 
estrangement, reserve and repudiatione-,.Further, our methods have served to deepon 
the ‘cloayage between netionals and. thos o- nationsls who accept the Christian messege 
and way of lifc, by our unduo emphasis on. departmontalizntion of activities. Actually 
what we are doing is dividing the socioty.. Initiative and change are group sponsored 
among the Lus while thé, Christian decision calls for individual responsibility. We 
must devise a techniquo whereby this move on tha part’ of the individual will not 
necessitate a complete break or repudiation of tho cultural antecedents which we 

have made no att mpt to supplommt. -We seom to desiro a Western Christian but a Lu 
nationals Ths ré eutbe have been social conflict. In forcing this issue among tho 
people, wa have hind ered tho Church . in. its dovelopment and have boon= willingly or 
otherwise, catugorized by the Chinoso.as allies of the Tai and by tho Tai as nice, 
Chinose tothe detriment of. our best intorosts and _purposos. 


Thoso aro ginring faults! Wor scopnizo thom and that, I om told, is half the 
battlee We do not protend to have all the answers; but we fool ee wo do know 
wheroin the socrots of succ*ssos. pars Some nine 28 now lio. 


It is a matter of common navel nae that no Christian can hold land in the 
Sip Sawng Pan Na without special dispensation or abnormal conditions prevuilinge 
Consequantly, our basic cducstional goal is at prosont in a state of frustration. 

It is our objactive to educate men to perform all thres types of work: ovangolistic, 
educational and medical, so to be oble to assure conformity with tho traditional 
patterns and concopts in tho culture during thoso formitive stages of social 

and church development. To date our plans have offoctively reached no farther than 
our leper colonies. and ons Christian village. Harevor, wo were onjoying a moasure 
of success with our several parkenes Our plans of rural evangelism arg simple but 
shown to be offectives : i atea tee 


During our tours wo placed befors th? villagers the problem of toachers, It 
might be inserted here that leadsrship is never tendored village prior to a 
requeste In our touring emphasis is placed on the advantages of medical, oducational 
and religious leadership by means of drama, demonstrations and’ skills, Whon a group 
ask for 2 teachor, which is not infrequont, we proceed. They are asked to elect a 
man, if thoy do not already have one, able-to read, writo, of good standing in the 
arsa, namcly the non-Christian arsa a8 woll as in th3ir own village, whom they would 
like to have as their teacher. Wo assuro the candidate training to moet thrir neads 
in a capacity similar to. atts MOST HONORED MAN IN THE AREA, nanoly tho Buddhist priest. 


The local group must ooneanate rics, Tadatah eda snd work to his family during 
his absence and make arrangemonts for his upkesp for tho month ho is awaye If and 
-whon the question of MERIT arises, wo assure then that the cumulative good of such 
sacrifices will tessen small pox, "jop dawng" or belly pains, infections, a teacher 
able to read and write who in turn will teach then thereby giving them social 
prestigoe faco and mechanical skills of 4 sorte 


The Christian Churches have elected and supported the functioning of a Prosbytery. 
All nanes for training aro preseontcd to this groupe Tho applicants aro considored 
and if acccpted invited to the station for 2 month of intensivo training. 
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Our faculty was made up of two MeGilvary men, Timothy Tsai and ths missioneari¢cse 
The curriculum ontailed study in the hospital, education and evangelistic messages 
ond dramatic presentation or mothod, as well as manual arts in tho shops Tho school 
week involved five and one half days of study and practical church work on Sundays 
All work in ths initial stages was’ under constant supervision and no knowlsdge was 
assumed. 


After a nonth!s study tho mon were roturned to thoir respectivo villages and 
the missionariss and one national. from the faculty appointed by Presbytery began a 
series of tourse Each village was visisto, and a De V» B, S. was setup under the 
DIRECT SUPERVISION OF THE LOCAL PASTOR with the visiting party acting as assistants. 
This served to give standing to the local leader and authority to his position and 
it did not detract from ths missionaries, At the end of the day's session the 
faculty met and’ evaluated the day's worke Later in tho afternoon the local pastor 
conducted visits to nearby villages and denonstrated his method in presenting tho 
unified progran to eutsiders., Ha was at liberty to use any person or persons’with 
hime Upon our return to the central village, his mothod and messago were evaluated 
and suggestions put forth. He was oncouraged to criticise th» work of his assistants 
as weolle This type of program afforded ths pastor the SGI eh of devzloping 
initiative and confidence under supervisione 


At the conclusion of the school, tho pastor set out on a tour which lasted from 
two to four wosckse With him wont another elected man fron his village and two hop 
men able to read and write, of good standing to be trained as possible future workerse 


This method assures the continuous dovelopment of leadurship, the acceptance 
ef the Church program by an indigenous process and the necessary canalization of 
primary group contributions. 


In working our young teachers ‘cher Shieh this type of agency, they have aceess to 
peopls of an already favorablo frame of mind, and as CO-WORKERS of the missionarics 
Social and professional prestire is ocquired= face in shorte The contributions of 
these younger teachers are acceptod without chagrin by a process of rationalization 
which attributes the initial origination to the RS RUBE in now or non-Christian 
Villages. 


The infrequont visitations of the evangelistic party were supplemented by the 
tours of the medical group which carriod on training inaugurated at the hospital 
and checked on educational and evangelistic activitiese Advanc> notice of medical 
visits served to secure clinical. gatherings and widen the doctor's sphere of service 
by the simple mechanism of concmtration of work and the furthor Ae eaenipicss of the 
local mane

With tho local man serving as school master in the initial stagos of oormunity 
growth, the weight of a community approval stabilized educational effort and mado 
available ths best trained mon for this vitally important work. Simple manual 
skills most lacking but necessary to the aren were provided by the tomporary 
ropresentative in an entirely indigenous manner and served to enhance the prestige 
of both leader and organization. It is felt that this program will onable trained — 
porsonnel to keep abroast of the growing demands of an expending Church influence 
without an oxhousting drain on either funds or persomole 


2e Medically, This discussion assuncs no right to dictate medical techniqus, it 
merely indicates from an anthropological angle what is an acceptable noans of pros 
curing the assimilation of modern modicine by Tai culture. How medicine is — \ 
practiced, taught or dispensed is beyond the scope of our ability to treat, but 


its application to oxisting cultural complexes is rightly the ficld of this 
analysise 
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. As hns boen obsorved of religion, so must be the observation of modicino. 
What is the service and servant of medicine in the existant culturo? What aro | 
tho techniques of medicine and the medical practicionor? Once these are known, 
building can bogine Modorn medicine has not bem practiced sufficiently in 
Chiong Rung to command ths respect of ‘the non-Christian populocoe It is foreign 
feared, and pressed for confidence. Recourse is ‘mdse to it by tho outsiders only 
as'a last resort- whon overything indigenous has failed. »Consequontly, it is the 
position of this paper that one of tho most officient means of sscuring for modern 
medicine the place of respect and confidence it deserves is through tho mechanism 
indicatod above; namely: by playing «-prrt in the integratod program of Church, 
School and Hospital anc along lines' broadly marked in the culturge ~ 

Dre Galt ostablished a fine systam of training men in tho hospital; his 
achievement gives undeniable evidence of the soundness of his nothode Dr. Nolson 
took over and carried on that prograry so that until our coeparture from the ficld 
nationals wero serving in a most croditable rennore The foundation for growth is 
well laids our ‘concern is tho procoss of growths © | | 


When these regional leaders are called in annually, the hospital training 
equips them to serve in a most limited but efficient manner. Serious cases are sent 
to the hospital or the doctor called outs; but more important than either of these, 
the cause of medicine obtains representation from trusted and socially accepted 
individuals. The process of assimilation proceeds without distrust. This 
elementary training of dispensers saves the doctor endless trips and provides a 
growing corps of increasingly improved observers as well as a ficld of candidates 
for further training. Moreover, it assures trained personnel for present and 
poe ELS futuro demands. | 


a EDUCATIONAL the difficulty here is one of working aut educational suggestions 
and activities which will mako the lives of boys, girls, women and men more worth- 
while, abundant and full’of meaning. Only thoss adaptations are suggested which 
can readily be carridd out without considorablo exponditure of funds, and which 
require only materials already available. Tho activities have boon kept within the 
limits of: what the environment has to offer in materialsy It is not felt that this 
limits: the effectiveness of the program,’ but in reality will open now avenues for 
creativeness and expression. It is likewise thought, on thé basis of experience 

as well as thoory, that if the available materials aro used and the suggestions aro 
not too elaborates initially, tho pcople will adapt thom to present necds, This 
problem was troated fully by Mrs. Thomas in a thesis on "Curricular Adaptations in 
a Rural | aaa School", from educational and anthropological points of vicwe 


Tho educational pr og ram ae Chieng Re has been developed with a considerable 
amount ‘of indigonous leadership, For tho last two years of residonco on the field, 
the missionary served actually as a figurehcade Timothy Tsai, a woll trained 
Chinese Christian leader was in full charge of the school. Ths Fullers, Hannas 
and Bukers can testify concerning his preparation and reliability. Our personal 
ovaluation is that he and his.wife ssrved fully as officiently as the nissionarics. 


: A comnittoo consisting of the Principal, Mr, Teazi, ono menbor cach representing 
rospectively the village, ths hospital, the church and a missionary in an advisory 

capacity was formed. This committoe was responsiblo for handling the situations 

rolativo to the school and problems which develop32d in the school and anong the 

pupils. It also served as a liaison agency between the school and the Mission, 

the school and the villago. Details concerned with the actual school program 

were worked out by the teachers in conjunction with tho principale Problems too 

difficult for solution by tho committscs were referred to the missionary advisor, 

but access to the advisor was possible only when probable solutions had been 

Worked out tontatively and counselling was felt nscessarye

Similar committees had boen elected for, thé eannake in tho outestations, and 
cach contributed: immeasurably to the: smooth ronning: of the local programe Mr. 
Tsai and an elected national purposed. to make, tours similar to the ovangolistic. and 
medical in. objectivese These tours would provide supervision and improvod teaching 
mothodse. Theso "focder" schools provided our better staffed and more completoly , 
aquipped central school with mterials, Fanos of prograns. nesded in. re areas as 
woll as toacher rosourcess 






-It is our. earnest Bonahatinn that this same type of program should) be carried 
out on our return to the field. The control and administation of the schools which 
are re-opened should be in the hands of a School Board with the missionary in a 
subordinate Bost erene 


By Chinese standards, uh watbee We  Layebeds our schools.were in the lower primary 
classe In some instances we were forced. to employ teachers who were not Christians 
and whose influace on the student}: body was not always: goods We should like to have 
available funds which would permit further training for those of our students giving 
professional promisee There wore scveral adults dg moet Gael Se: emia and who 
showed interest in thea teaching professione : 


We ars hoping to have an Extension Dopartment in connection with the main. 
schoole Our present plans inoluds a model: home denonstration projocte Through this 
mechanism it would be possible to teach homemaking, with specific omphasis on 
‘ gleanliness of homo and body, the proparation of food, sanitation, infant and 

maternal care, home nursing and the evn eon of indigenous crafts as a source of 
home improvomente ae | ; 


We have been impressed by the onthusiasm shown trour eect actors wigieine our 
districte Wo capitalized on this: and procesded to rohearse plays toaching certain 
things we wished to convey to, the noone As many as 1000 people gathered to watch 
a well advertisod exhibition on "Tho ¥Valuo of An Education". It was estimated 
(Mirs» Park) that on a wack's tour a group of school children playod bofore 10,000 
people in.15 performancese Dramatics have long beon one of the indigenous arts of 
the Tai and Chinose peoplee .Extonsion work can be creditably achioved through 
classes coached in the preparation. of matoriels and the demonstrations pérforned 
locally and also farther afield as time and finances permit. We are of the studied 
conviction that this would be a vory worth while addition to our curriculume 


It is our ambition that a.school in vocational education with particular 
emphasis on agriculture, aninal husbandry and olementary manual arts be established | 
at Chieng Runge Wo are in complsto agreement with Mre Davis when he states that "the 
destiny of a large majority, of present and future churches in Mission lands is bound 
up in the land and that any church which makes an intelligont adjustmont to its 
environment is economically stable and. secure". The areas of groatest growth on our 
particular field have been in leper colonies where land was available to the patients 
and in a valley madg accessible to a group of Christians for the reason that no pno 
else dared to work it because of the "Wild Snirits". Wo believe the day is not far 
romoved when mon will be able to buy and own land in the Sip Sawng Pan Na, When that 
day does come, it is our objective that key men will settle in non-Christian villagoss; 
mon prepared to farm successfully, employ menual arts profitably and command the 
Buddhist rospect of their neighbors and serve as local dononstrators. Thoso men 
must invado the country sido not as outsiders of another religious faith; but as 
acceptable, indigenous Tai able to contribute to the Selina ae and capable of 
raising the entire standard of livinge 
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Further, it is our goal that such a school will firnish physical thorapy 
opportunitios for the social, economic and mental rehabilitation of :patimts in 
our leper colonicse ‘The possibilities of rohabilitation through such 2 program is 
the present subject of Mrs... Thomas! Bob OB OS 


‘ Ones loadership is aasceda and Pinata oui along ‘acceptable peat upeion# lines, 
as woll as in accord with the Westorn concept of progress, it is imperative that a 
program be ‘initiated’ for the INSERVICE GROWTH OF LEADERS. Ons of the most effaoctive 
mochanisms for assuring this is the “instituto” described at length in. relation 

to the training of ‘rural ovangolistse Tho leadorts-»resonce must be cornpulsory at 
these growth conferences. Another::is professional meetings: medical, educational 
or réligiouse if these are conducted with an atmosphers of szriousnoss and dignity 
with definite objuctives and leaders participating in a presentation and treatment 
of specific professional problems, they can be stimulating and profitablo. Domone 
stration sthools in*the districts or areas of activity, correspondoncg courses with 
oxaninations, extension courses by moans of which the particular probbem in hand is 
treated in ths field by competont leaders and supervision are but a few of ths many 
oon of ine hae as assur od wee sporti developmont,s 


Ge a eran eek ons to.growth © arc definite parts for leaders in ahantie policics 
of their particular spheres of activities, assured means for a woice in the selection 
of afitears in ‘every Shas of activities, opportwities to visit other areas 
enjoying particular successes, required study in particular professions, nore 
Supervisory agencies to:assure proper use of techniques in given fields and the 
dispensing of the services of any leader who is incompetent or unwilling to improve 
himself professionally. 


At Chieng Rung some devise for salary’ adjustment must be seteupe Mr. Tsai, 

a high school and Swatow Baptist Seninary graduate and his wife a registered nid-wife, 
came to us for $20.00 Chinese dollars (about 8iticals) per month. His salary 
was raised to a total of 430.00 (for wife and himself). We can not-hold leaders 
of his Calthr owl tan the Chinese’ offering i ‘times that amount for less able mene 
IIIe MISSIONARY PERSONNEL ; Mrse Pails: Mrs, Thomas na I.aro assured. We want an 
agricultural man. This addition with the »resent personnel would: provide for our 
Agricultural School, Evangelistic Work, Qxtension Work and (pe educational and. 
adninistrative fail pembnice of our Taper worke 

As I indicated at our last Thailand Mission Meeting, we seriously request a 
strong Christian Chinese doctor. I raise the question if- it might not be possiblo 
for the Board to secure such an appointment through the Church of Christ in Chinae 
The status of such an appointee might be an associate of the Mission with voting 
powere We believe that such a man would serve ’to interpret the policy of the 
Mission to the Chinese merchants, traders, schoolmen and governmont officials. 
Working with our hospital assistants, he might do a great work in interpreting the 
Chinese to ths Tai and vice versae His presence on the staff would remove much of 
the suspicion which thse war has attached to the Missione 


In face of Mr. Tsai's achievement on the field during our presence and 
association with him and in view of the added testironiss of Dre Buker and Mr. Hanna 
of his personal bearing and conduct after our dorarture, we recommend that the Board 
tender him an invitation to accent th: principalship of the Chiang Rung School with 
the status of associate ta the Mission. 
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Neither of these men would obligato the Board financially as heavily as a 
foreign couple, neither would be away from the Station as frequently nor as long, 
and it is our conviction that both would add equally as much prestige and as many 
Service possibilities undor present conditions as would an American missionary 
couploe I can say without any reservation that Mr. Tsai did fully as much,as 
efficient and as creditable work as I did. Bes 


‘IVe FUNDS: any additional funds requested will be mot with tho idea of setting 

up elaborate oquipment which the people: will not be able-to replace or repair in 

the absenco of the missionary porsonnol; but with. tho idea of instituting new 
techniques, new technologies and oxpandi ng ths sphere of activitiose It is our 

firm belief that we should explore fully all possibilities as to indigonous naterials, 
talent, initiative and erzativenoss bofore sotting now projects, 


With this in mind, we suggest that at least the budget on which we were 
operating prior to the war be granted, plus additional funds for contenplated 
expansion which will include training of leaders. 


No one knows what repairs will be needed on the Mission compound itself. New 
roofs will undoubtedly be required for all buildings. Mrs. Park has written that 
all equipment in,the shop was sold when war seemed about to move into’ the areas 
This means that the only saws, planer, light plant in that region have been lost to 
us, so that in order to do any redairing or possible’ construction, tools and equip= 
ment will have to be replaced. The wells will have to be resaqui pped since they 
were ready for replacenent in 1941. 


If it seems feasible to give the Chinese doctor and the »rinei val of the 
school associate status, some provision for their dwellings will have to be mado. 


It is impossible to procure locally any textbooks of a suitable nature for 
uso in the schools. These must,be purchased (that was, prior to the war) in 
Rangoon which entails a large transportation and duty sharge in addition to the 
actual cost of the bookse In some instances it would be possible to mimcograph 
part of the material, especially that which we wished in the Lu language. This 
would mean probable replacement of the hand mimeograph which was nearly worn-out 
in 19h]. ¢) | 


Additional funds will be necdod to procesd with translation works To date 
only the Now Tastament, a few portions of the Old Tastament and a hymnal were in tho 
Lu languagoe Our Supply of Scriptures and hymnals ware practically exhausted and 
before Beh iine a naw suppily, it is suggested that the present translations be roviscde
